Jackson, Miss.—Rep. Frank E. 
Smith (D-Miss) this week urged 
Miss. sheriffs to use great care 
to avoid racial viblence because

FALL ARMYWORMS 


Watch your young oats and 
wheat, in Hancock County for fall 
armyworms damage. If not con- 
trolled, they can desiggy your 
stands. 

When you see skeletons of 
leaves in young grasses Or small 
grains, poison- immediately. 

Either two pounds of technical 
taxophene, or one pound of tech- 
nical DDT or two tenths of a lb. 
technical dieldrin will give eifec- 
tive control. You can use eicher 
dust or spray. For spraying use 
one and a third quarts of six- 
pounds Taxophene emulsion or a 
half ‘gallon of  two-pound DDT 
emulsion or one pint of one and 
a half pound dieldrin emulsion 
to the amount of water needed for 
one acre. Large acreage may be 
sprayed by airplane.
